Ernest Campbell, who lives at 81 The Pastures, High Wycombe 
and has been a Wanderers’ supporter for 30 years, fears the threat 
of Delaney. “I hope he does not come into our penalty area! He is 
a very good centre half and I hope he does not play his best foot- 
ball.” 

Mr. Campbell reckons it is one of the best draws Wycombe 
could have had. As for a scoreline, he did not make a definite 
prediction. Mr. Campbell said: “On paper Wanderers have no 
hope but on the day then have a 50-50 chance.” 

“Wanderers will have a psychological advantage,” in the opinion 
of Mr. John Simmonds of 21 Chiltern Avenue, High Wycombe. He 
was referring to Wanderers’ 2-1 ‘friendly’ victory over 
Bournemouth two years ago when the Football League side includ- 
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_ed several star players, including Phil Boyer, now with Norwich 


City. 

The 12,000 crowd limit surprised Mr. Simmonds as the game is of 
such interest to so many people.
